Or June 16 and 17, the Southeast Conference will once again gather for our Annual Meeting. This 
year’s theme, based on Micah 6:8, is “Do justice, love kindness, walk humbly with God.” 

We will be hosted by Community Congregational United Church of Christ and First Congrega- 
tional Church in Montgomery. The meeting will be a time of renewal and celebration, as well as a 
time of equipping us for the work that God calls us to do. 

We have scheduled substantial “extra-curricular” activities. On Friday, before the Annual 
Meeting begins, there will be a Civil Rights tour of Montgomery for adults (our youth will take a 
similar tour on Saturday as part of their program). We are also proposing a gathering of all TAP 
(Theology Among the People) participants, and exploring the possibility of gathering our clergy in 
specialized ministries and new church start pastors for times of renewal and reflection. 

Throughout our worship and gathering times, we will be led in music by some of the most 
gifted musicians in the United Church of Christ, including Paul Sadler and Jeffrey Radford, the 
Minister of Music at Trinity UCC in Chicago, our denomination’s largest congregation. Worship and 
music on Friday evening will be led by the UCC national staff for evangelism. At our Saturday wor- 
ship, we will celebrate with a “Massed Choir,” which will be led by Jeffrey Radford. We will welcome 
as our preacher the Rev. Dr. Bennie E. Whiten, Jr., Minister and President of the Massachusetts 
Conference. 

On Saturday afternoon, a number of workshops will be offered, conducted by national staff, 
Conference staff, and our new church start pastors. These will emphasize different aspects of being 
strong and faithful congregations. 

Participants in the Annual Meeting will find opportunities to explore resources on everything 
from effective Christian education to stewardship, from ways to protect your church building and 
your congregation from liability to effective evangelism and church renewal. A wonderful program for 
youth is also being planned. 

The Annual Meeting of the Conference is not simply a gathering of clergy and delegates. Itisa 
gathering for your whole church family. It promises to be a time of inspiration and renewal, a time of 
“equipping the saints” for the work of God, and a time for us to celebrate the many joyful new 
beginnings that mark our life as a Conference. We hope to see you there!

Rev. Melbalenia D. Evans, who was our preacher at our last Annual Meeting, 
is a minister of considerable accomplishments, including being a presenter at many 
convocations and retreats, and a contributor to numerous publications. A graduate of 
Howard University School of Divinity, Melbalenia has worked for the Board for Home- 
land Ministries since 1992. She began a new ministry in April of this year when she 
was called to serve on the staff of Trinity United Church of Christ in Chicago. 


We welcome back Rev. Stephen A. Gifford, who was 
born and raised in Youngstown, Ohio. He graduated from 
Lancaster Theological Seminary. He has served ministries in 
six congregations, including St. Thomas United Church of Christ 
in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. Steve has served with the United Church Board for 
Homeland Ministries in the area of Evangelism since 1992. He has recently been 
called to serve as pastor of St. Paul United Church of Christ in Waterloo, Illinois, a 
position he will assume after June 2000 when he completes his work with the 
Board for Homeland Ministries.

He was ordained in 1957 into the United Church of 
Christ, beginning his ministry in Cincinnati, Ohio. Since that time he has had 
ministries in New York and Chicago, and has served as an adjunct faculty mem- 
ber at Chicago Theological Seminary, McCormick Theological Seminary, and the 
Seminary Consortium for Urban Pastoral Education. While in Massachusetts, he 
has served on the Board of Trustees of Andover Newton Theological Seminary and in a number of ecu- 
menical settings of the church, as well as on the Executive Council of the United Church of Christ, the 
Board of Directors of the Cornerstone Fund, and the Board of Directors of the United Church Insurance 
Boards. He has over the course of his ministry left an indelible mark on the life of the United Church of 


Christ, being a persistent voice for justice and reconciliation in the life of our denomination.
